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Description 
House File 2329 prohibits a person from knowingly acquiring, providing, receiving, otherwise 
transferring, or using a fetal body part in Iowa.  This does not apply to diagnostic or remedial 
tests and procedures.  A person that violates this bill is guilty of a Class C felony. 

Assumption 
Crimes brought against medical professionals are rare and medical professionals will comply 
with this mandate. 

Fiscal Impact 
No fiscal impact is expected.  Work and research at Board of Regents institutions may be 
impacted. 

Correctional Impact 
No correctional impact is expected.
